ism, the end would justify the 
means”. From that day, firstunder 
the leadership of Lenin, and latr 
under that of Josef Stalin, the un. 
derlying, plan of the Russian gov- 
ernment has been to spread around 
the world this doctrine, by what- 
ever means might be mecessary. 
This is the underlying motive of 
the Soviet government today, and 
shall be until it is either realized or 
crushed. Communism thas spread 
around the entire world. Here in 
America and canada it has a stro- 
nger hold on political minds. thar 
most people realize, even though it 
has been bitterly oposed. With 
Russia taking such a leading place 
fn world afairs as she will, follow- 

ing this wor, allwill realize the un- 

hindered influence Soviet commun- 

ism will have in the minds of men. 

In 1930 when Jadsef Stalin was be- 

ing inaugurated, the communistic 

party made the statement, We have 

overthrown the Czar, we have bur- 

ned the churehes, and we will 
grapple with God in due time, and 
will bring Him down from His 
throne in the Heavens”. It is these 

fighting motives that spur on th¢: 
red forces today.

From a study of the Word of

Mathematical genius 
found in New 
| Machine. 


Machines whirh can not only 
see and hear but also work out 
mathematical problems are being 
manufactured by skilled Canad- 
ians ‘for use in the battles against 
Germany and Japan, 


One dramatic examp!e of the 
work that is being done is the pr- 
edictor. This is an amazing device 
which aims an anti-aircraft shell 
at the spot ‘where an enemy 
plane will be by the time the pro- 
jectile itself arrives there, 


As the experts point out, direc- 
ting a gun to hit a moving mark 
means that comp!ex factors have 
to be carefully considered, Height 
speed, angular, deflections, influ- 
ence of air wind air temperature,
